Filipino Envoys Fail to Secure Ces- 
sation of Hostilities. 


WANTED A TRUCE OF THREE MONTHS 


The Emissaries Admit That They 
Were Sent by Aguinaldo—Dewey 
Sends Names of the Amer- 
ican Prisoners, 


Manila, May 4.—The Filipino envoys, 
Maj. Manuel Arguelles and Lieut. Jose 
Bernal, have abandoned the pretense 
under which they came to Gen. Otis 
that they represented Gen. Antonio 
Luna, and Wednesday they announced 
that they came as representatives.of 
Aguinaldo himself. The two emissaries 


used all their wiles to secure a reply 


from Gen. Otis to the letter from Senor 
Mabini, Aguinaldo’s prime minister 
and minister of foreign affairs in the 
dictator’s cabinet, which they pre- 
sented to Gen. Otis on Tuesday; but 
Gen. Otis refused to make any reply, 
on the ground that to do so would be 
equivalent to a recognition of the so- 
called government of the Filipinos. 


Will Continue to Fight. 


Maj. Arguelles said that Aguinaldo 
knew he would be overpowered in time, 


but that he would be able to continue. 


the fight for months, and that he would 
do so unless he were given what Maj. 
Arguelles termed peace with dignity. 

A Good Effeet. 

Mr. Schurman, the president of the 
United States Philippine commission, 
expressed the opinion that the inter- 
views accorded by Gen. Otis to the Fil- 
ipino representatives will have a good 
moral effect, as tending to convince 
representatives that the 
American authorities mean to give the 
Filipinos a good government, and not 
one of the Spanish sart.

Americans furnishing food for Amer- 
ican prisoners. The exodus of natives 
from the insurgent lines continues.

Gen. MacArthur Moves. 
Gen. MacArthur has moved his head- 
quarters to San Vicente, across the Rio 


Grande. Gen. Wheaton’s brigade has 
advanced beyond Apalit. Gen. Hale has 
returned to cooperate with Gen. Law- 


ton. ,At Balibog there was a running 
fight, in the course of which one Amer- 
ican soldier was killed and three were 
wounded. The rebels scattered before 
Gen. Lawton and Gen. Hale. On Tues- 
day, while Capt. Wheeler, with a de- 
tachment of the Fourth cavalry, was 
covering Gen. Hale’s advance, he dis- 
covered a large body of rebels at Puli- 
lan.

Bell wanted, and in reply 
were given half an hour in which to 
retire, which they improved. A Span- 
ish prisoner who escaped into the 
American lines reports that after Gen. 
Hale’s advance on Quingan, 200 Fil- 
ipinos were buried, 35 in one trench 
and 27 in another. This is the largest 
number of rebels that have been killed 
in any engageinent for several months. 
Gen. Otis Remains Firm. 

Manila, May 4.—There was a con- 
ference lasting two hours Wednesday 
between Maj. Gen. E. S. Otis and the en- 


voys who came here from Gen. Antonio 


Luna bearing a proposal for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities. . 

Gen. Otis adhered to his refusal to 
recognize the so-called government of 
the insurgents. 

The Filipinos now ask for a truce of 
three months to enable Aguinaldo to 
summon the congress and consult with 
the insurgent leaders on others of the 
islands. The envoys admitted the con- 
tention of Gen. Otis that Aguinaldo has 
little control over affairs outside of the 
island of Luzon.

Sioux City, Ia., May 4.—Definite re- 
ports regarding losses caused by prai- 
rie fires in South Dakota which are 
coming in show that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ of damage was done 
by the flames in various parts of the 
state.

American authorities mean to give the 
Filipinos a good government, and not 
one of the Spanish srt.

Americans furnishing food for Amer- 
ican prisoners. The exodus of natives 
from the insurgent lines continues. 
By filling in the roads where it was 
required, putting canoes on the river 
and plowing fields south of Malolos, 


the army is in a fine position for the 


expected decisive blow. 
Gen. MacArthur Moves. 

Gen. MacArthur has moved his head- 
quarters to San Vicente, across the Rio 
Grande. Gen. Wheaton’s brigade has 
advanced beyond Apalit. Gen. Hale has 
returned to cooperate with Gen. Law- 
ton. ,At Balibog there was a running 
fight, in the course of which one Amer- 
ican soldier was killed and three were 
wounded. The rebels scattered before 
Gen. Lawton and Gen. Hale. On Tues- 
day, while Capt. Wheeler, with a de- 
tachment of the Fourth cavalry, was 
covering Gen. Hale’s advance, he dis- 
covered a large body of rebels at Puli- 
lan. The cavalry opened fire, but there 
was no response. Thinking that the 
rebels wanted to surrender, Lieut. Bell 
went forward to parley with them. 
The Filipinos replied that they did not 
wish to surrender, but that they had 
been ordered to refrain from fighting 
during the negotiations. They asked 
what Lieut. Bell wanted, and in reply 
were given half an hour in which to 
retire, which they improved. A Span- 
ish prisoner who escaped into the 
American lines reports that after Gen. 
Hale’s advance on Quingan, 200 Fil- 
ipinos were buried, 35 in one trench 
and 27 in another. This is the largest 
number of rebels that have been killed 
in any engagement for several months. 

Gen. Otis Remains Firm. 

Manila, May 4.—There was a con- 
ference lasting two hours Wednesday 
between Maj. Gen. E. S. Otis and the en- 


‘voys who came here from Gen. Antonio 


Luna bearing a proposal for a cessa- 
tion of hostilities. l 

Gen. Otis adhered to his refusal to 
recognize the so-called government of 
the insurgents. 

The Filipinos now ask for a truce of 
three months to enable Aguinaldo to 
summon the congress and consult with 
the insurgent leaders on others of the 
islands. The envoys admitted the con- 
tention of Gen. Otis that Aguinaldo has 
little control over affairs outside of the 
island of Luzon. 

The question of the release of Span- 
ish prisoners in the hands of the Fil- 
ipinos mentioned, Maj. Manuel Ar- 
guelles, the chief member of the depu- 


tation, said that he considered them as: 


being in the same category with the 
Americans, the United States being the 
successor of Spain in dominion over the 
island and acquiring by treaty all Span- 
ish rights and obligations. 

After the close of the conference with 


Gen. Otis, the Filipino envoys had a 


consultation with the United States 
Philippine commissioners. 
Lawton’s Troops Fighting. 

Manila, May 4, Noon.—-Gen. MacAr- 
thur is now assaulting the town of San 
Tomas, about five miles northwest of 
Calumpit. The Americans are fighting 
for the bridge, and the rebels are burn- 
ing the town.

Sioux City, Ia., May 4.—Definite re- 
ports regarding losses caused by prai- 
rie fires in South Dakota which are 
coming in show that hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars’ of damage was done 
by the flames in various parts of the 
state.

of the greatest writers of the world 
than he would be by being po o 
ed with this single volume. 

The art of whole ages is smat ex- 
clusively occupied with bible themes. 
In musie the bible is almost as pe 
inent as in art. Scarcely less is to be 
said of philosophy, history and law. It 
is probably true that there is no nation 
in Europe or America whose intellec- 


tual, social -or political development. is* 


what it would have been without the 
bible, to say nothing of its religious de- 
velopment. 

A knowledge of the bible, therəfi-e, S 
simply indispensible to an understand- 
ing of the past or the present.

-Itis this method of teaching the bible 
in the Sunday schools and the publie 
schools which in part at least accounts 
for the.dense.ignorance of the bible ex- 
isting among us, extending to many po. 
called cultured people. 

Tiwo or three years ago a certain ao 
lège president wrote out on the» biaick- 
board 22 extracts from: Tennyson, each 
containing an allusion to some scrip- 
ture event or scene supposedly familiar 
to everybody. His class consisted of 34 
young men, sons of iawyers, teachers, 
doletors,. _preachers, merchants and 


farmer's, and more than half of them 


church members. 

Nine of the 34 faïled to understand the 
quotation, “My sin was, as aè thorn 
among “the thorns that girt thy brow.” 
Eleven did not know what was referred 
to by,Tie manna in .the-ewilderness.”’ 
Sixteén* knew nothing about the 
“Wresi 
Twenty-six were ignorant oft Joshua’s 
Moon,” and 28 of ‘“‘Jonah’s Gourd.” 


| Liwenty-two could not explain the allu- 


sion to Baal. Nineteen had never heard 
of- fhe idyll of Ruth and Boaz. Eighteen 
di know the meaning of “Egyptian 
s5.” T'wenty-four could not write 
Thir- 
ty-two of the 34 had never heard of the 
shadow turning back on ihe dial for 
And this 
is not confined by any means to the 
young men. 

And yet in Engilish literature of every 
gerade and kind we find more references 
to the bible than to any other book. One 
writer has said that in a voyage through 
the ocean of modern European and 


American literature one would be 1és’ 


inconvenienced by being unacquainted 
with Homer, Plato, Virgil, Cicero, Dan- 
te, Shakespeare, Milton, Goethe and 
enough others ‘to make a round dozen 
of the greatest writers of the world 
than he would be by being unacquaint- 
ed with this single volume. z 

The art of whole ages is. amast ex- 
clusively occupied with bible themes. 
In music the bible is almost as prom- 
inent as in art. Scarcely less is to be 
said of philosophy, history and law. It 
is probably true that there is no nation 
in Europe or America whose intellec- 
tual, social -or political development is 
what it would have been without the 
bible, to say nothing of its religious de- 
velopment. 

A knowledge of the bible, therəfi €, S 
simply indispensible to an understand- 
ing of the past or the present. It is a 
necessary part of the mental furnish- 
‘ing of every intelligent person. This 
can only be acquired by a rational and 
intelligent study of the bible. 

Why. not teach the bible in all the 
high, schools of the state as it is taught 
‘Teach 


place among the other: great literatures 
of the world. Teach its poetry as: poet- 
ry, its. history as history, its ethics as 
ethies. Teach the origin and authorship 
of the Various books, the historical set- 
ting of» each and the eauses which led 
to their preservation amidst so. much 
othey literature of similar character 
thiat- perished; their chronological order 
comipitation 
into a single volume.. -What is the moral 
and - spiritual value of each individual 
book; what was its message to the age 
that: pr duced it, and what, if any, its 
message to our time? 

And teach it with the aid of the latest 
scholarship upon “the subject. Many 
persons would prefer to study the bible 
by the side of Jonathan Edwards: or 
Dwight L. Moody, but I would have it 
studied under the guidance of such 
scholars as Ewald, Wellhausen, Renan, 
Robertson,, Smith and Professor Craig 
of the University. “To refuse to accept 
the new light which these careful inves- 
tigators, these great and trained sichol- 
ars, bring to the bible, is to refuse to 


listen to men who in other things are 
trusted and honored. Why should they 


not be in this? 


Read- the Encyclopedia Brittanica and 


you will see that these notions are not 
new. 

It-is this almost universal ‘estimation 
of the bible as a teacher of religion, 
and nothing else, which, it seems to me, 


is misleading the people and bringing. 


up the children in ignorance of the real 
value of the bible. 

The bible itself as it comes to us in 
the conventional King James Version 
is-a- doctrinal production. It is not the 
simple, bible. It was not sufficient to 
hand us what the editors: believed to be 
the infallible word —of God, without 
note: or“ comment, trusting to the in- 
herent perfection and impregnable logice 
of the-text to force itself upon the rev- 
erent common sense of the reader. But 
one reader must be told by marginal 

tes that the first five books as they 

earn the old testament canon were 
werd by Moses and were produced in 
the order. in which they appear, when 
if it had been submitted without the 
dogmatic comment it would have been 
Clearly seen by a student of the text 
that it could not have been written by 
Moses and -that it could not have been 
written in the order in which it ap- 
pears. 

A marginal ‘note tells us that the 7th 
chapter of Isaiah is a promise of the 
coming of Jesus six hundred years af- 
terwards, when the text itself,- without 
note or comment, if we give the words 
their natural and plain meaning, clearly 
shows us that the writer of that chapter 
did not. intend to convey any such an 
idea. . 

It is undoubtedly true that the bible is 
pre-eminently a teacher of religion, but 
religion existed. before the bible and 
would continue without it. If the books 
of the ‘bible are studied, however, in 
their: chronological order, with a single

$10,914,65 1S THE BALANCE 
IN THE CITY TREASURY. 


‘The annual report of City Clerk Me- 
Gregor shows that during the past year 
a policy of improvement and extension 
nas been carried out by the council, but 
that nevertheless care anid economy 
has been practiced in the expenditure 
of the city’s capital. The credit balance 
of all funds for the past year, when all 
outstanding orders are paid, is $10,914.65, 
‘which is less by $907.35 than the balance 
one year ago, but in explanation of this 
fact the-present officials can point to 
the Congress st. storm sewer, the ex- 
tension of the lighting, sewer and water 
works systems, and the sums which 


-have been paid on the nelw hose house. 


Of the nineteen city funds, thirteen 
show a credit balanice and the remaining 
six are in arrears; the balance of the 
combined sums being $116.02 credit. The

$10,914,65 1S THE BALANCE 
IN THE CITY TREASURY, 


The annual report of City Clerk Mic- 
Gregor shows that during the past year 
a ‘policy of improvement and extension 
nas been carried out by the council, but 
that nevertheless care anid economy 
has been practiced in the expenditure 
of the city’s capital. ‘The credit balance 
of all funds for the past year, when all 
outstanding order's are paid, is $10,914.65, 
which is less biy $907.35 than the balance 
one year ago, but in explanation of this 
faict the-present officials can pdint to 
the Congress st. storm sewer, the ex- 
tension of the lighting, sewer and water 
works systems, and the sums which 
have been paid on the nelw hose house. 
Of the nineteen city funds, thirteen 
show a credit balanice and the remaining 
six are in arrears; the ‘balanice of the 
combined sums being $116.02 credit. The 
summaries of these credit and debit aic- 
counts are:
